a. Applicants show a microcapsule formulation comprised of coated antibiotic 
microcapsules wherein the coating provides taste masking when the formulation 
is reconstituted and ingested. The prior art shows coated granules. Shimizu et 
al considered the closest prior art of record shows orally disintegrable tablets 
comprised of granules that are coated with a methacrylate copolymer. The prior 
art does not show nor fairly suggest applicants' taste masked formulation 
comprised of a drug selected from a naphthyridone-carboxylic acid antibiotic or a 
quinolone-carboxylic acid antibiotic microcapsule that is further coated with a 
weakly acidic methacrylic acid-ethyl acrylate copolymer.
